( BOPS ALMOST GATHERED. 


Held Greater (Imn Believed at First 
Farmers not Badly Hurt. 


From inquiries made of farmers 
from different i>ortione of the county, 
it is learned that the bulk of the 
crops are gathered, and that while 
the yield is not near so large as 
in former years, it Is much lietter 
than it was thought to be a month 
a»o. 
In some places almost a half 
crop of cotton 
will 
(be 
gathered, 
while in other sections a fourth of 
a crop will be all that -is expected 
to be harvested. 
The corn crop Is considerable un­ 
der that of last year, and while there 
will not be so much gathered the 
price is considerable alleve that of 
jeans when a full crop is made, 
thereby putting ailiout as much money 
in the hands of the producer as if 
an abundant yield had 'been secured. 
Cotton and cottonseed are bring­ 
ing the highest prices in the history 
of the city, putting more money in 
the hands of the producers than in 
former years. 
According to govern­ 
ment reports the farmers of Oklaho­ 
ma will receive $500,000 more this 
>ear for cotton than was received for 
the large yield of last year. 
'For some time pan the price has 
been thirteen or more cents for cot­ 
ton, while twenty-eight dollars a ton 
has ibeen paid for seed—the highest 
price ever known for seed. 
These 
high 
prices have caused some to 
market their 
products as fast as 
gathered, while others, anticipating 
a much higher price, are holding. 
It is pretty generally believed by 
cotton men that liefore the season 
is over that buyers in Ada will pay 
fifteen or more cents. 
With these prices prevailing our 
people are not nearly so badly hurt 
bv the drouth as they have forced 
themselves to believe.
